SHOT CAME FROM HOTEL WIN- 
DOW AT HENRY ELLEN, ALA. 


Murder Result of a Fued Between 


Black and White Miners 
Last Month.

Birmingham, Ala., December 13.—George 
and James Herring, negro miners former- 
ly employed in ithe mines at Henry Ellen, 
a small mining town twenty miles east 
of this cfty on the line of the southern 
railway, were shot and instantly killed 
at 8:30 o’clock this morning by two un- 
known white men, who were secreted in 
a second story room of a hotel on the 
principal street of the town. 

The killing appears to be the result 
of a feud between tthe white and negro 
miners, which broke out last month, at 
which time a brother and nephew of 
the last victims were found dead on the 
roadside near the place, having been shi& 


from ambush. Both negroes were heav- 


ily armed and ) 
lying upon their guns. The negroes killed 


vesterday were brothers, and members of 
the same faction, and were preparing to 
leave for the Indian Territory. as = 
claimed that they had made threats that 
they would ‘‘get @ couple of sagers’’ be- 
fore leaving. 

Last night two strange men applied to 
the hotel for lodging and were assigned 
to aroom. This morning the two negroes 
came into the town, each armed with a 
pistol and winchester. As they reached 
a point almost opposite tthe hotel two 
shots rang out and the negroes fell to 
the ground with their heads and shoul- 
ders riddled with buckshot. The shoot- 
ing created much excitement, during 
which tthe two sirange white men came 
down from their room and escaped Uuli- 
noticed by the back door. The coroner 
was summoned and after empaneling a 
jury and examining into the facts as 
far as possible, rendered a verdict fnd- 
ing tnat the negroes had met death at, 
tne pands of unknown parties.

radical legislation. 

These attempts, as we hav: 
usually futile except in rare 
but that fact is lost sight of by those 
who have no interest in following the 
proceedings of a legislature in a far- 
away Take, for instance, the 
present G:eorgia legislature, Some very 
wild and freakish bills Awere 
duced at the beginning of the session, 
but the legislature, asia body, has 
proved to be one of the most conserva. 
tive and self-centered that we have 
had in years. The conservative ele- 
ment has placed itself boldly in the 
way of all legislation calculated to 
damage the larger interests of the 
State. 

The Constitution is not referring to 
legislation calculated to protect the 
people from real exactions, but to the 
aimless and wild efforts to harrass 
every shape and form thnt capital can 
possibly take. These efforts are fu- 
tile except in so far as they excite the 
suspicions and fears of those who have 
money to invest. “It is to be hoped,” 
says The Dallas News, ‘‘that the time 
may come in Georgia, when every man 
in Georgia with money invested will 
not shudder and go cross-eyed when the 
legislature convenes.” The truth is, 
the men who have money investea 
here may feel a trifle uneasy when 
they see freakish bills freely intro- 
duced in the legislature, but if they 
have been hére for any length of 
time, they know how to discount this 
display of demagogy; they know that 
the conservative element of the legis- 
lature will put all such measures to 
sleep.
